NOTES FOR ANGLERS, 
BY OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 

Of our three trips to-day the full week-end 
offers the best angling prospects. Wexford, 
Rosslare, Enniscorthy and Ferns are all con- 
venient centres, and provide chances of ex- 
ploring some of the lesser known waters. The 
Slaney is the chief river of the district, and 

ssesses a number of tributaries, of which 
the following may be mentioned :—Bann, 
Urrin,; Boru and Sow. Brown trout do not 
run to any great size, but are fairly numerous 
and the Urrin holds a few sea trout in season. 
Killing flies are Orange Grouse, Red Spinner, 
Blue-bodied back hackle, and March Brown, 
but most standard patterns will kill. 

The coastline affords really good sea aoe: 
and has the merit ‘of being, comparatively 
speaking, unexplored. Thus a short distance 
from Rosslaré lies Kilmore Quay, which has 
already attracted the notice of sea fishermen 
from across the Channel, and the B.S.A.S. 
have a representative on the spot, Mr. N. 
White, Wooden House Hotel, That there is 
no lack of variety is proved by the following 
list of fish which may be killed :— Bass, cod, 
pollack, bream, conger, skate, whiting. etc., 
and from now on to the! end of October is 
the best season, The author of that standard 
work, Modern Sea Angling, summarises the 

rospects with the statement :—‘‘ It is, per- 

ops, the best place for bass, and one of the 
best places for pollack, in Ireland.’’

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“MR. FORREST REID'S NEW ' 
"BOOK. - 


[Overs of besntital English prose, in 
which common life is drawn in 
mysterious stirrings’ from ‘beyond the 
phenomenal world, long have admired Mr. 
Forrest Reid's novels. Now he gives us 
an autobiography Whichwill seem to many 
the loveliest’ thing that he has done. His 
play now that he describes events and 
emotions which lie in the sunset land of 
memory, and since he is giving us a con- 
fessio fidei, his mystical outlook is set 
before. us frankly and completely. 

This book. resembles a novel; for the 
author has subdued the harsh outlines of 
reality, as it were, to.an artistic effect. 
This, indeed, saves his work from the 
errors of taste which mar so many auto- 
biographies ; for all is impersonal and in- 
Offensive. He seldom narrates the doings 
of his youth in the form of a chronicle of 
events. Rather does he pick out merely 
such events as lénd théniselves to medita- 
tive treatment. He tracés a state of mind 
instead of an act. All his adventures are 
in the soul: His detachment from environ- 
ment, which gives their curious; unearthly 
air, to all, his writings, may be the neces- 
sary outcome of a youth spent in circum- 
stances uncongenial to. the. imaginative 
mind, s 

He was reared in Belfast in what he de- 
picts as unlovely psychological surround- 
inus. We are tempted: to suspect that, if 
this sensitive childhood had been spent in 
the romantic glens of Antrim, say, instead 
of amid the gaunt walls of an industrial 
city, and among people ‘more sympathetic 
than some who aré described as grimly 
irresponsivesto ““the long, long thoughts °’ 
of youth; the growing imagination would 
have grappled scene and folk to its 
affection. As it is, we read in these pages 
of the Malone road, of University street. 
of Mount Charles, and the material world 
seems “but a string of names from the 
direction boards of tramcars. We hardly 
wonder that the dweller in such a world 
declares: “ My cities weré Greece, Athens, 
and the Peloponnesian States.” No other 
Irish author, perhaps, lives so completely 
in the abstract. 

* * Ea - * 

We find, therefore, in these pages little 
of a material sort that Knits us to their 
author. Never does Mr. Reid appeal to us 
by speaking of the gleam of the five Loughs 
seen by summer sunlight from MacArt’s 
fort, and only once dees he stir us by lines 
echoing from sonie old racy ballad of the 
street or the fair that for us, too, awakens 
boyish memories. If ever he strikes a 
common note of association it is by some 
unimportant and chance correspondence in 
reading. Those who. are of the same 
generation with Mr. Reid may remember, 


which appeared before the years of 
critical judgment arrived, and when a 
young imagination, blind to an atrocious 
style, id in wild and gaudy fancies, 
and in the beautiful and evil wonders of 
Al Kyris, older than Babylon. Now, too, 
they will shrink, with Mr. Reid, from 
looking into what once fascinated them. 
. + » « Its gorgeousness would all too likely 
strike me as vulgarity, its passionate adventure as 
melodrama, its poetry as a crude straining after 
effect. But... . might it not be argued that in 
any work of art it is the emotion awakened by it 
that matters? Why should I consider the pleasure 
I now receive from ,... La Rétisserie de la 
Reine Pedauque” to be more valuable than the 
sleasure I received in those days from “ Ardath ”? 
t is not so intense; it does not... , set my 
nerves and senses tingling. Nor is there much 
use with my recollection of it, pretending that 
oe ou —" was not an zxsthetic pleasure at 
Mr. Reid tells us how he lost faith in 
the creed in which he was reared, and how 
he shocked his-elders by his revolt against 
the observance of conventions the sanction 
for which he felt impelled to reject. This 
is a sad passage in his story. “ Mean- 
while,” he says, “ unguided, and more or 
less by chance; I had stumbled on the 
poetry and religion and art of the Greeks, 
and in this discovery seemed to find what 
all along I had been seeking.” Now he 
entered upon that Hellenic possession 
which gave him his beauty of style and a 
substitute. for cempanionship with his 
fellows, We see him pass into a solitary, 
brooding life, and he áells how once, in 
some quiet glade upon the river, he in- 
voked the ancient mysteries and seémed 
about to slip through the veil of visible 
things into some dim antiquity, when he 
would meet “ the Megistos Kouros, per- 
haps, either with the winged feet of 
Hermes, or the thyrsus of Dionysus, or 
may be only hairy-shanked Pan of the 
Goats.”’ 

* * 

There was, in this spiritual pilgrimage, 
something splendid, but also much that 
was unhealthy. Too soon was the mind 
withdrawing itself from absorption in the 
fieshly world. “ I became obsessed by. the 
morbid idea that I was different from 
everybody else,” Mr. Reid tells us. ‘‘ So 
1 hunted up ways of committing suicide.”’ 
He tells how he discovered. the gift of 
writing, wherewith to ease the mind of 
perilous stuff, anid he hints at how the 
world was fired with an interest that 
made it tolerable. 

This is a potent book, a psychological 
autobiography that touches the sympathy 
as well as the imagination.

from the Sligo district early in the week. 
Sligo is the fortunate possessor of one of 
those local associations to which I referred 
recently, and apparently an association very 
m' h alive to fishery: requirements.

This is all the 
more interesting seeing that 1922 was a very 
bad spawning year, when, owing to unsettled 
conditions, the beds were raided time and 
again with spear, nét and bomb.

charming essayist, Mr. Richard 

Gallienne, seems to have b 
life with the idea that the day of giants, 
in the only world that concerned him— 
the world of art and lettefs—was past; 
however, having awakened to the fact that 
there were still people living who might 
be called great, he lost no time in worship- 
ping at their feet. He was, in his youth, 
the complete hero worshipper. Great 
writers, great actors, anyone of eminence 
who came within his ken—all these filled 
him with wonder and awe. When he was 
fortunate enough to meet any of the objects 
of -his admiration face to face it seemed 
to him.in his modesty impossible audacity 
te speak to them as to ordinary mortals, 
or, indeed, to address them at all. Luckily 
he managed, as a rule, to achieve an 
easier footing with most of his idols after 
a time. His anecdotes of the great, had 
they been told in the lifetime of some of 
the people concerned for the first time, 
might. certainly have made ordinary folk 
somewhat shy of meeting them, but more 
because.of their odd manners than of their 
great attainments. 

As a reviewer for the Star, and reader 
for Mr. John Lane, he came in contact 
with most of the high lights of the literary 
world at a time when their name was 
legion and their quality unique. He is 
himself one of the few left to us of the 
very brilliant coterie who bewildered Lon- 
don towards the close of the last century, 
and who, as he says of Wilde, “ made 
dying Victorianism laugh at itself, and it 
may be said to have died of the laughter.’’ 
The period he writes of was one of revolt, 
when it was almost a gospel of the artistic 
youth of the day to shock people as much 
as possible, and shocking peoplé was an 
easier and simpler thing then. ‘‘ The 
’90’s,’’ he says, ' were generally sowing 
that wind of which we may be said to be 
now reaping the wirirhwind.’’ Typical of, 
and fostering the various tendencies of 
that time, were the plays of Oscar Wilde 
and Bernard Shaw, and the art of Aubrey 
Beardsley and others of the school who con- 
tributed to The Yellow Book. “The will 
to romance, that, in a phrase, was the 
motive philosephy of the ’90’s.”’ 

The book is not an autobiography, the 
writer carefully states. Nevertheless, Mr. 
Le Gallienne’s admirers—and others—will 
find his mode of presentment of his inti- 
mates so characteristic of the author as to 
make the velume a good substitute for 
what he holds to be a form of self-adver- 
tisement, and is content to leave to others.

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“EDEN AND BVOLUTION.” 


HE subjects discussed in ‘‘ Eden and 
Evolution ” range from Celtic legends 
to evolution and “' space-time,’’ and most 
readers will find it interesting and provo- 
cative. Mr. Ryan has arranged his book 
in the form of imaginary conversations. 
He does not attempt to formulate theories, 
but simply acts as a reporter of suggestions, 
sometimes developed to a logical conclusion, 
sometimes only thrown off at random to 
provoke thought.. The idea of the Fall of 
Man as an historical event and as chal- 
lenging contemporary theories of evolution 
is argued with considerable ingenuity on 
somewhat unfamiliar lines. 

Is it possible that a far higher civilisa- 
tion once existed on the earth than that 
of the present day ?—that in modern dis- 
covery man is treading paths which have 
been trodden before at a very remote time? 
The theory is reinforced by Professor 
Soddy in his “ Interpretation of Radium,”’ 
in which he admits “some justification 
for the belief that some former forgotten 
race of men attained not only to the 
knowledge we have so recently won, but 
also to’ the power not yet ours.’’ Professor 
Soddy remarks that “a race which could 
transmute matter would have little need to 
earn its bread by the sweat of its brow.’’ 
The possibility that man may once have 
held powers such as this and lost them by 
misysé and spiritual pride, in some way 
which we cannot understand, opens the 
way for Mr. Ryan to fascinating specula- 
tions. Old traditions and legends, like 
that of Atlantis and the quest for the 
philosopher’s stone, are attributed with 
historical significance.

CURIOUS and interesting little book 

is Mr. Bigger’s ‘‘ Crossing the 
Bar,” which nartates strange legends of 
the dead, chiefly drawn from old Irish 
sources. It is iNustrated by woodcuts by 
Mr. John F. Hunter, some of which are 
uncanny in their mystical and furereal 
treatment. That which depicts curraghs 
landing at the foot of towering Scelig 
Michil, and that other which shows a 
coffin being ferried out to Devenish Island 
by sunset, are full of: vigorous imagina- 
tion. Another, which represents an Irish 
countryside funeral, is racy and impressive. 
This is not a cheerful book. Mr. Bigger 
discourses out of that teeming familiarity 
with old-world lore which has given us so 
many fascinating books from his pen, and 
never, perhaps, had he more interesting 
things to tell. Sometimes he turns from 
story-telling to move us with passages of 
meditation made beautiful with storied 
names. Thus he recalls how the chanting 
prayer, the keen and the sobbing ululu, 
have sounded in quite recent times in 
scenes near busy Belfast. ‘‘ Lough Neagh 
echoed them to Rams Island, Lough Beg 
heard them at Church Island.

an interchange of rifle and revolver shots. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, 
K.C. (instructed by the Chief State Solicitor), 
prosecuted, and Mr. Basil McGuckin, wi 
whom was Mr. Wood, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
Frank YT. McSherry) appeared for the 
prisoners. 

Evidence was given by officials of the 
Council as to the system in connection with the 
collection, lodgments and receipts which had 
“been adopted by the Council.

The witness added 
that, as the car was travelling very slowly 
up the hill after the shots were fired, he 
got out and ran on in front of it, as he 
had the money on his person and he wanted 
to save it. The motor car overtook him 
after he got to the top of the hill. When he 
looked back the men were still on the road, 
and they did not appear to move. The three 
men were disguised. 

Sergeant Houlihan, Carnew, stated that, acting 
on a report received from Mr, Jackson, he 
motered to the scene of the occurrence, 
accompanied by Guard Murphy, and found 
Peter Lane lying, badly wounded, in a dyke 
inside the road ditch. He was unconscious 
and died in about eight minutes from a wound 
which he had in the stomach. 

BODY ROLLED INTO A BOG. 

John Fox, an old man, living near the scene 
of the “ hold-up,” stated that he was in his 
held when the motor car passed towards 
Carnew, and immediately afterwards he saw 
three men runhing quickly along the road. 
One of them was in front of the other two, 
and he returned, evidently having been called 
pn by the other men to do so. The witness 
said that he saw three men then lifting what 
seemed to be a man’s body across the ditch, 
and letting it roll into the bog at the place 
where the deceased man was found. 

Doctors King and Balfe, who conducted a 
post-mortem examination, gave evidence re- 
garding the serious nature of the wound which 
Lane had ' received. 

Mr. Cullen, State solicitor, said that the 
jury had assembled to consider a matter that 
they had hoped they were finished with in 
that country.. The deceased man was one of 
a number who had arranged to rob Mr. Jack- 
son, who, they seemed to know, would be 
cairying a large sum of money. He cnuld 
not produce any evidence to show whether 
Lane was shot in the cross-fire which took 
place, or, whether he was deliberately shot by 
his comrades” One thing, however, they had 
to be proud of, and that was that Messrs. 
Jackson. and Dennison had acted so quickly 
end so-pluckily. If they had more people like 
them in the country the campaign of murder 
and robbery would. dfminish considerably, and 
he thought that the jury should’ record their 
appreciation of the courageous action and 
brave conduct of these two men, who had 
risked their lives to save the property of the 
bank. In refusing to hand up the money 
they probably realised that they were inviting 
instantaneous death, for revolvers were 
pointed at them from each side of the car, 
but by an act of Providence they were saved, 
and it was ordained that one of the hold-up 
men should be the victim of his own plot, 
and then thrown across the ditch like a dog 
by his brave comrades, who cleared away to 
save their own skins. It was sad to think 
that they had still such types of men in the 
country. 

Continuing, Mr. Cullen made an earnest ap- 
peal to the jury, and to the public generally, 
to come forward with any information which 

they might have, m order that the authorities 
might be assisted in tracking down the per- 
etrators of the cowardly crime. It was only 
‘ the co-operation and assistance of the 

ublic in ak circumstances that they could 
bias to have @ country where people could 
travel along the roads with money in their 
pockets without fear of molestation from 1n- 
dividuals of the type who had figured in that 
outrage.

ALLEGED WASTE OF COAL. 


CO. CLARE ASYLUM BOILER 
INQUIRY. 


The Committee of Management of the Clare 
Mental Hospital have initiated an inquiry 
into the cost of ranning twin boilers which do 
the pumping work of the institution, provide 
fieam and supply the needs of the laundry. 
It takes twelve tons of coal per week at 50s. 
per ton to run those boilers. : 

The Committee allege that smaller boilers 
osing only three tons of coal sh week did 
fxactly the same work up to 1915, and that 
for the past eleven years nine tons of coal 
have been disappearing every week in smoke 
needlessly. They: invited the Local Govern- 
ment Department to send an expert to inquire 
into the alleged waste, but the Department 
replied that no expert was available, and 
that, if the Committee thought that it would 
* More economical to return to small boilers, 
they could get a report from ‘a consulting 
engineer. 

The report of a sub-committee on the subject 
kill be considered at the next meeting. 


with the appointment of officials, which bil 
pr ecluded the representatives of the people 
rom having any -say in the greater portion 
of the duties previously delegated to them.

“ BUREAUCRATIC DICTATORSHIP.” 

Mr. McCabe said that the Free StatewGo- 
vernment, instead of preserving the present 
democratic system of local government, pro- 
posed to establish a bureaucratic dictatorship, 
contrary to the promisés made by them at the 
election. If the British Government had ever 
attempted anything like this, the gentlemen 
who are bringing forward this brill would 
have been the first to oppose it. 

Mr. McCabe declared that under the new 
proposals if their Council wanted a Clerk of 
the Council or a County Surveyor they would 
have to take whoever was sent to them, 
without any knowledge of his credentials or 
efficiency. Instead of that man being one of 
the Council’s officers, virtually he would be 
théir nominated boss. He would have his 
orders from the Government, and woud cer- 
tainly dictate to them. 

UNDEMOCRATIC. 

In support of his action, the Minister, for 
Local Government had stated that the 
primary purpose of the bill -was to stop 
jobbery on the local boards. 
come to meeting after meeting just to create 
jobs for themselves or anyone belonging to 
them. He had been in the public life of the 
county for 23 years, and he had never come 
to a meeting to get a job for one of his 
friends. 

The Government had, he said, for the last 
five years appointed thousands of officials in 
the Government, not on merit, but for what 
they did in 1916. But these jobs were now 
full, and the Government proposed to appoint 
three Commissioners, who will have the right 
of hall-marking those “ 1916 men’’ who have 
not jobs, and sending them down to local 
authorities whether they are wanted or not. 
The Government’s refusal to accept. Mr. 
Baxter’s amendment was proof of this. It, 
was a most undemocrati¢ procedure. 

‘Seventy-five per cent. of the Government's 
supporters were not elected into the Dail on 
merit, but wholly and solely because of what 
they did in 1916. 

MONSTROUS PROPOSAL. 

He was not qualified for a‘ job on these 
credentials, because he had done. nothing in 
1916, and he was proud of the fact. His 
hands were free; he had no axe to grind; 
there was no relative of his living on the 
rates in a Government job; and, therefore, 
he was free to speak. He protested strongly 
against the monstrous proposal of the 
Ministry.

COUNTY KILDARE MAN 
CONVICTED. 

Patrick Joseph Ryan, Ballinafagh, Pros- 
perous, Cv. Kildare, was sentenced to nine 
months’ imprisonment with hard-labour at 
Naas, on wy wean of breaking and goose 
the drapery premises of Mr. Josep 
McDonald, and with assaulting Martin 
O’Brien, an employe. 

Martin O'Brien said that he was awakened 
by noises on the morning of May 25. He 
got up and concealed himself in. the shop. 
A few minutes later a man entered from the 
back. The intruder, whom he. now identified 
as ihe-accused man, dealt him a severe blow 
with an iron. instrument, as a result of which 
he fell to the ground. . Getting up again. he 
pursued the accused throughs yard at the 
rear of the premises and caught him by. the 
foot as he was scaling-a wall.. At the same 
moment he received a blow from behind on 
the back of the head and was rendered un- 
conscious, 

The accused man stated that he. was in 
his own house on the morning of May 25. 

Bridget Mary Ryan deposed that she was 
the mother of the prisoner, who was a hard- 
working boy and the main support of his 
parents. To her knowledge he did not leave 
the house on the night of May 24th or morn- 
ing of May 25th. 

The Justice said that there was not @ 
scintilla of truth in the defence. The atcused 
man stated that he was neither a burglar nor 
robber, but before him on the bench was an 
order of licence under the Penal Servitude 
Acta, signed hy the Minister for Justice, and 
dated Poly 20, 1925, which allowed the 
accused man out of Maryborough before com- 
pleting a term of five years for obtaining 
credit under ‘false pretences and for bigamy. 
In addition to the present nine months Ryan 
would have to serve the balance of that 
sentence as a result of this conviction.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY’S 
DEBATE.

(From OUR, SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT.) 
BELFAST, Thursday. 

When the Assembly resumed to-day, after 
a brief private session, the Great Hall rapidly 
filled up with an expéctant audience. The 
main attraction was the report of the Com- 
mittee on the Formula. of Subscription and 
the likelihood of controversial “' breezes.’’ 

Before this business was reached, however, 
several other matters were dealt with. Two 
Canadian: ministers, formerly in the home 
Church—the Rev. R. H. Gilmour and the 
Rev. Alexander McClurg—were received again 
as ministers: without, charge. - Two other 
ministers—the Rev. A. J. Wylie and the Rey. 
Mr. Shaw—were also Teceived. : 

The position of the McCrea-Magee College, 
in Derry, was next. before the House on th 
report of the College trustees, submitted by 
the Rev. Dr. Lowe. The trustees stated that 
it would be in the interests of the College 
that a substantial grant should be obtained 
from. the Northern Government, with a view 
of increasing the usefulness and efficiency of 
the College, provided such grant could be 
secured on. reasonable terms, and, in par- 
ticular, on terms that wonld be consistent 
with. the continued connection between. the 
College and the University of Dublin. 

The Rev. Dr. MoGranahan and other 
speakers emphatically declared that it was 
esséntial to the life of the College that the 
connection with Trinity should be maintained. 
On the other hand, Dr. H. S. Morrison, M.P., 
strongly advocated a union between Magee 
College and Belfast University. It was his 
view that there was little hope of obtaining 


la grant from the Northern Government so 


long as the Trinity connection was. main. 
tained. In the aol, the Agsembly adopted 
the resolution in favour of approaching the 
Northern Government with a view to a grant. 

The. report on missionary propaganda was 
presented by the Rev. R. H. Boyd and. the 
Rev. R. Hall, and an interesting address was 
given by Mr. Hugh Scott, M.A. the 
President of the Boys’ Missionary Auxiliary. 
It was stated that a new edition of the Prayer 
Calendar will be issued for 1927. 

The report of the Committee on Praise was 
submitted by the Rev. James Salters, and 
was supported by Professor Macalister, of 
Dublin, who specially stressed the importance 
of training in sacred music in the colleges. It 
was reported that the new Church Hymnary, 
which ‘has “been ‘in ‘preparation by a Com- 
mittee. of all the Presbyterian Churches’ of 
the British Ysles for a number of years; will 
be published in 1927. 

PROGRESSIVES CHALLENGED. 

These ‘reports disposéd of, the Assembly 
addressed itself to the main question of the 
day—the Formula of Subscription. In the 
Presbyterian ‘Chureh all ministers and elders 
are required to sign a formula of acceptance 
of the Westminster Confession of. Faith and 
Catechisms. “ Last year a Committee was 
‘appointed -“to ihquiré what, if any, 
alteration should be made in the Formula, 
ind it was the’ report oí this Committee 
which" introduced the debate. The report 
was subinitted by Principal Paul, of the As- 
sembly’s College, and secohded by Mr. A. W.. 
Perry, of Derry; and’ it “was expected that it 
wotld be recéived in: the usual Way, and that 
later the overture, which embodies the *pro- 
posed ‘altéfatiénis in the “formula, would be 
discussed: But ge Hs ‘of change had 
resolved at once to challenge the Prodgres- 
sives. si, aes aia.

Mr. John Williarmsor, Who declared that he 
intervened in the interests of peace, pro- 
posed the blo¢king motion—*“to pass. from 
the Gusetion, and this was seconde the 
Rev. Dr. Little.

"A GIGANTIC LOTTERY.” 

Mr. Béwley said that a relevant fact was 
the formation, in February, 1924, of a tourist 
company, with a nominal capital of £10,000. 
Two of the directors were Jerome Goodbody 
and C. 8 Watson. In 1925: this company 
changed its title to “Irish Attractions, 
Ltd.,”’ the same two men being directors, with 
Watson as secretary. ~ 

In May of this year the Dublin County and 
Sports Club, Ltd., was formed, the ‘directors 
being Jerome Goodbody, Perey Cory and 
Major J. W. Tynan, while C. S.. Watson was 
the secretary. The capital was £151,000, and 
the prospectus stated that the company. had 
got a liability of £10,000 to Irish Attractions, 
Ltd., for services rendered or likely to be 
rendered. 

Mr. Collins—How is that sum secured? 

Mr. Bewley—lIt is not secured at all. It is 
just set out as a mere liability. 
| Irish - Attractions, Ltd., proceeded Mr. 
Bewley, issued a remarkable document, which, 
he presumed, would be su ape was not a 
prospectus, in which the re ic were asked to 
take shares in the Sports Company. He sug- 
gested that this dOcument was issued by the 
first company; with virtually the same 
directorate as the second company. so. as to 
fh-ras the provisions of. the Companies 
Acts. 

This document was sent out through the 
post all over the country, and some of the 
chargés were based on statements containéd 
in it. On the .front page was ‘a photograph 
of the Royal Marne Hotel, “Kingstown, ‘and 
underneath the, words, ‘‘ Club Premises.”’ 

The “National” Bank,» Ltd., College “Green, 
Dublin, continued: Mr. Bewley, were qhoted 
‘as the baiikers, although the manager. had 
specifically warned the directors’ against using 
the name of the: bank in that connection. 
Messrs. Sherrard and Pegge were. given 
as the accountants, and when the police 
visited the office quoted as the Dublin office 
of the company they found that it consisted 
of one room, containing a couple of chairs 
and a couple of tables. This address was the 
registered office of the two companies. 

he document contained particulars of a 
scheme whereby £20,000 was: offered in prizes 
in connection with placing the first four horses 
in the Derby. The majority of the pages 
were devoted to this project, and: he sub- 
mitted that the document was issued for the 
purpose of enticing members of the public to 
subscribe’ £1 each for shares in the company, 
in return ‘for which they would. receive a 
coupon giving thém twenty-four chances in the 
competition. 

This was an offence against the Lottery 
Act, and he suggested that the alleged com- 
pany and the alleged competition’ were 
nothing dess. than a gigantic lottery. Any 
skill in placing the first four. horses. was 
taken away by the fact that twenty-four 
chances: were given on every coupon, and, if 
no one ‘placed the first four, the first: three 
would be sufficient to win the prize. He 
asked that the aceused be sent forward on all 
the charges.

Public Buildings. 
Yesterday Dail Fireann sanctioned an 
expenditure of more than a million pounds 
on public works and buildings during the 
coming year. The estimate includes con- 
siderable sums for the restoration of the 
Dublin Custom House, the Four Conr‘s, 
and the General Post Office in Sackville 
street. Major Bryan Cooper protested 
that these sums were too large. He held 
that the expenditure ought to be dis- 
tributed, in smaller annual portions, over 
a longer period, thus ensuring a more or 
less steady and equable flow of work to 
the: building trades in Dublin. Major 
Cooper’s position is sound if—as he seems 
to believe—the large grants will not 
‘hasten the reconstruction of the three 
buildings. If this reconstruction is to be, 
in any case, a slow business, it would be 
bad economy to give the Board of Works 
in any year more monéy than the ‘year’s 
operations could absorb: On the other 
hand, it may be the Government’s inten- 
tion to proceed now, at high pressure, 
with the long-delayed task of restoration, 
and to spend every penny of the new vote 
in the coming year. That would be, in 
our view, a wise and popular intention. 
We think that the swift removal of the 
last scars of civil strife from the face of 
Dublin would bring moral and economic 
benefits to the whole State. A restored 
Dublin would mean a restoration of civic 
and national pride and a brisker and 
bolder outlook on the world. In his 
address to the Free State Chambers of 
Commerce Professor Parker Willis. said 
that the element of confidence was “ pro- 
foundly lacking’’ in the Saorstat; and, 
so long as some of the capital’s largest 
buildings remain in ruin, the lack is likely 
to continue. What spectacle could be more 


"| depressing to a patriotic Irishman or to 


any well-wisher of Ireland than the 
skeleton of Maple’s Hotel, which still, 
after eight years, grins gauntly across 
Kildare street at the country’s Parlia- 
ment House? . That skeleton ought to b 
buried without further delay, and the 
renewal of the glories of the Jour Courts, 
the Custom House and the General Post 
Office is a matter of real urgency. Dublin, 
rehabilitated, will be a tonic for Irish 
industry and commerce. It will stimu- 
late investment in national enterprises. 
Public building will encourage private 
building, and Major Cooper s desire for an 
increase of employment will be fulfilled. 

We hope that few Irishmen will agree. 
with: Mr. William Magennis’s narrow 
vision of. his country’s destinies. He 
deprecates any large expenditure on public 
buildings because he feels—as Mr. Heep 
would say—that we ought to be “’umble.” 
The Free State is a little, agricultural 
nation, with some three and a quarter 
millions of citizens. It cannot afford to 
build palaces, and will be very ‘foolish if 
it tries to.emulate the lordly tastes of 
former and more prosperous times. There- 
fore, as it seems, Mr.. Magennis would 
commend to us the example of Goldsmith’s 
Italian peasant, who; amid the relics of 
Roman splendour— 3 


‘ Wondering man could want so large a pile, 
Exults and owns his cottage with a smile.” 


Of course, the Free State needs cottages— 
the more, and the more comfortable, the 
better—but must the palaces be excluded 
altogether from the range of our ambition? 
We quarrel with Mr. Magennis’s humility 
for at least two reasons. -The Free State, 
as “he says, is ar small, agricultural 
nation—nobody has made that point more 
often than ourselves—but is -she to be 
content with a purely agricultural destiny ? 
She was not thus content in the past 
before political liberty had enlarged her 
opportunities and had increased her 
stature in the world. She has been and, 
as we believe, will continue to be the 
mother of great poets, artists, scholars, 
soldiers and statesmen. Surely her capital, 
at least, ought to reflect the traditions 
which such men have made, and ought to 


inspire the coming men by whom .thuse 
traditions will be amplified..The principle 
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piety, but spiritual and material 
wisdom.. In the next place, the Free 
State, at this early. stage of her develop: 
ment, is not being asked to create. beauty, 
but merely to keep it ‘alive. - The present 
generation is a trustee for posterity, and, 
even if it should accept Mr. Magennis'’s 
estimate of its condition and prospects, 
it would not cease to owe a sacred duty 
to the Custom House and the Four Courts. 
Nehemiah rebuilt Jerusalem with his 
sword in one hand and a trowel in the 
other. ' Happily, the Free State has 
sheathed the sword, and today the 
builders’ tools can claim the service of 


both hands. 


Poland’s Dictator. 


The recent revolution in Poland has had 
@ very prosaic result. M. Mosiecki, an 
analytical chemist, who is an expert on the 
subject of . artificial manures, has been 
elected President of the Republic. 
Poland’s- first experiment in statecraft 
was decidedly picturesque; for she chose 
M. Paderewski, the famous pianist, as her 
Prime Minister. Art and politics, how- 
ever, did not combine very successfully, 
and the fact that the new President is a 
practical man of affairs may. be regarded 
as a hopeful augury of the. country’s 
future. Of course, M. Mosiecki at the 
moment is a meré figurehead. The only 
man’ who matters in Poland is Marshal 
Pilsudski, who brought about the revolu- 
tion and is the idol of the Warsaw mob. 
Immediately after his successful coup he 
allowed himself to be nominated for the 
Presidency, only to refuse the honour 
when he was elected. He made no secret 
of the facet that the presidential powers 
under the Polish Constitution were. not 
sufficiently ‘far-reaching for his “taste; 
and, as he desired to do everything in the 
most constitutional way, he decided to 
nominate M. Mosiecki in his place, re- 
maining temporafily in the background as 
the real ruler of .the country. As soon 
as the new President took the oath the 
stop-gap Cabinet, headed by M. Bartel, 
resicned. M. Bartel, however, was asked 
immediately to. form a new Government, 
and, apparently after some heated con- 
troversy with Marshal Pilsudski, he suc- 
in producing a Cabinet of 
sorts; but he has virtually no 
power. Marshal Pilsudski is dictator in 
all but name, and has shown his complete 
contempt for the Diet by instructing the 
Premier to make his statement of 
policy to the Press. Probably he 
will seek to change the Constitution. in 
such a way as to secure supreme power de 
jure as well as de facto for himself or his 


ceeded 


nominees. 

Since Poland’s resurrection to national 
independence she has been the victim of 
political instability. Her people are 
volatile and neurotic. They have been 


| accustomed for so many years to oppres- 


sion that their newly-found liberties have 
turned their heads, and the advanced 
system of democratic government which 
instituted after the Armistice has 
not been a conspicuous success. Poland 
hardly was ready for. democracy... The 
transition from Tsarism and Teutonism 
to complete freedom was too sudden: The 
champing forces of exaggerated nationality 
needed a curb, which was not. available, 
with the result that the Polish Army 
seized Vilna. without the shadow of an 
excuse, declared’ war against the Bol- 
sheviks, and, but for the military genius 
of the French General Weygand,' who 
came to its assistance, probably would 
have been annihilated by Trotsky’s 
“ Red ” hordes. Since that time Poland 
has been continually in trouble. Her 
finances have touched disaster on several 
occasions; her trade has been declining, 
and Warsaw has been plagued by political 
intrigues of the most sordid kind. In 
these circumstances, Marshal Pilsudski, 
about whose patriotism there can be no 
doubt, has assumed the réle of a modern 
Hercules, intent on the cleansing of 
Poland’s Augean stables, He has. ability 
and he has power, but the test .f his 
capacity has yet to come. Poland is a 
very different country from Italy and is 
utterly unfitted' for.the methods of a 
Mussolini. If Marshal Pilsudski tries 
to dragoon the country into a régime of 
stringent discipline, he will fa.l, just as 
surely as a dictator would fail if he 
should attempt to apply a similar system 
to Ireland: Unstable though their 
character. may “be, the Polish people are 
too intelligent to be ruled like a flock of 
sheep. They need a strong personality. at 
the head of affairs, but are not likely to 
submit. for very long to an administration 
that ignores their views.. For that reason 
Marshal Pilsudski will need to walk very 
delicately. Hé has a splendid opportunity 
to refotm the public life of his country; 
for the people, at the moment, are 
behind him. Any false step, however, 
might precipitate a crisis that would 
make Poland’s last state worse fhan her 
first.

African Cotton. a 


While America resents the discovery of 
her dependence on territories within the 
British Commonwealth for her :upplies of 
rubber, Britain seeks to escape dependence 
on America for supplies of raw cotton. 
On Wednesday the Earl.of Derby presided 


at the annual meeting of the Empire 


Cottoi-Grewing Corporation, and described 
the uprise of great. cotton-growing enter- 
prises under the British flag.in Africa. 
Rains checked the expectation of greatly 
incfeased crops in South Africa last year, 
and irregularity of rainfall in this area 
will require to be met by special methods 
of cultivation. An ‘entomologist is to 
investigate the problem raised by the 
attack of certain insects on the African 
cotton, plant. - Bad weather. caused. a set- 
back in’ Uganda, but there vas consider- 
Lack 
of good communications with the coast 
checks progress in Nyassaland. The Sudan 
“continues to justify the high 3cpes that 
Lancashire always has entertained of it.” 
The Sennar Dam will bring thousands of 
acres, now all but barren, into cultivation 
as cotton fields. In Nigeria there has been 
a large increage in the growth of the 
American type of cotton, which seems 


likely wholly to oust the inferior native 
fibre. Bad transport holds back the de- 


‘velopment of this colony, and Lord Derby 
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to develop a system of transport by lorries 
driven by “ producer gas.” Skilled workers 
are the chief need of the African cotton 
fields, and native labour requires organiss- 
tion by well-trained leaders of men. The 
Corporation maintains a system of post- 
graduate studentships for the provision 
of skilled organisers; and thus, by 
| voluntary : endeavour, partiall;. fills the 
neéd which the Colonial Office ultimately 
will supply by means of a scheme for 
the training of agricultural officers.

A Rainy June. 

Last Sunday was one of the loveliest 
days of the year, and travellers in our 
country felt that what the poets and story- 
tellers have said of the beauty of June in 
Ireland was not true, but miserably in- 
adequate. By roads of golden sunlight 
sprinkled with the mauve shadows of 


countryside, admiring the quiet” lines of 
the distant hills and the cry of the cuckoo 
in the valley. On Monday morning all 
was overcast, and the rain began to fall. 
On Tuesday the rain was heavier, and on 
Wednesday torrents were streaming from 
the: skies. Yesterday the land was 
drenched and the heavens still were teem- 
ing. Travellers of philosophic turn, no 
doubt, found eomfort in the thought 
that they were “beholding typical Irish 
weather; but our farmers’ cannot shake 
off a week's discomfort’ and depart to 
happier climes. They watch the crops on 
which they have expended capita]. and 
toil threatened witb destruction. In-many 
districts, as in Kerry, where the worst 
floods for forty years, are reported, irre- 
trievable. damage has been done already, 
The toll of injury still has to ‘be gathered 
from al! the low-lying lands besidé ‘our 
swollen rivers, If the rain should 
continue. for a .much..prolonged period, 
there is not a farmer in the land “who 
would not suffer, and ‘the high hopes, 
cherished in the spring of the year, tha? 
a bumper harvest would restore our 
people’s agricultural fortunes, would ‘be 
dissipated. We shall “hot despair yet of 
a good harvest sun and | well-filled 
haggards; but the gravity of the peril-in 
‘which our agriculture stands-should con- 
vince all whom “it concerns that our 
country’s welfare depends upon the 
fortunes of the tillers of the soil.

It is proposed to held: a convention in Dublin 
in the early autumn, at which.the claims of 
tenants will be placed before the. public, 
and meanwhile it is hoped. to .establish 
branches of the organisation in every town 
in the Free State. i 
Criicigieg, the provisions oí the. Rent. Re- 
strictions Bill, Mr. Morrissey .says—‘‘ It 
allows. the .landlord,to increase the standard 
rent by 20 per cent., while at the same time 
it proposes. that by stages of one, .two. and 
three years, according. to. valuation, house- 
owners are to be free from all. restrictions, 
and will be at liberty to charge any..rent: that 
they can extract from the tenants. “Thus the 
scanty measure of protection -afforded by the 
original Act is being gradually swept away. 
The Government have definitely declared that 
they are aiming at and working towards de- 
control; that their policy is, in effect, to 
give the house lords a free hand to explo the 
unfortunate tenants “who. are the Victims of. 
the present shortage in housing accommoda- 
tion. At the same time nothing is~ being

{PROTEST AGAINST THE 


RAILWAYS BILL. 
MEN “ROBBED OF THEIR 
. RIGHTS.” 
———e——— 


Asa protest against the Railways(Eaist- 
ing Officers and Employés) Bill the Labour 
‘members walked out of the Free State 
Senate yesterday. 

The bill makes certain changes in the 
system on which compensation payable to 
railwaymen who lose their employment 
as a result. of the amalgamation scheme 
is assessed, . ot 

The Labour members made two un- 

successful attempts to amend the bill, and 
then Mr, J. T. O'Farrell announced that, 
in view of the attitude.of the House, he 
and his.colleagues thought that it would 
‘be farcical te discuss the measure further. 
-.o Some 17,000 workers,” he declared, 
F ‘are being robbed of the rights that the 
‘Oireachtas has given them.” . 
Mr.--O’Farrell -and the other Labour 
members then gathered their papers and 
walked. out of the House.. They returned, 
however, for the discussion of the Courts 
Officers Bill. 
"4 RAILWAYS BILL, 
' “On the Railways “(Existing Officers and 
Servants) Bill, Mr. Cummins moved an amend- 
ment. with the object of deleting the limit of 
seven years within which applications for 
compensation could be made. 

Mr. O'Farrell urged the Minister to accept 
the amendment. 
+. Mr. Bagwell said that. he thought that the 
seven years’ period was ample and reason 


‘able. 
Mr. MeGilligan, Mitister in charge. of the 


j bill, said that it did not take away any 


right which the.men had under the original 
Act. Retlundancy was not likely to arise 
after seven years. Why should there not hé a 
periéd at which finality should be reached? 

‘Mr. O'Farrell said that under the Act of 
1924. where a man had less than five years’ 
service, the company could not reduce him 
to a lower position or pay him a lower salary 
with compensation. Tn this bill stich pro- 
tection was being taken away. He wanted 
justice for 17,000 men. ~The bill made it 
absolutely impossible for any man to prove a 
-case for compensation. 

On a division, the voting was 16 for the 
amendment and 17 against it. The amend 
ment was, therefore, lost. 


SUGGESTED GRATUITY. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment to 
Section 2. The amendment would entitle 
any ofiicer or servant, of the amalgamated 
company to a gratuity if his services were dis- 
pensed with for any cause other than mis- 
conduct or incapacity. 

Mr, Bagwell said.that if the Amendment 
were carried the railway company would be 
liable to compensate every man they dis- 
charged, except for misconduct or incapacity. 
That would be a position that no business 
concern: could accept. It would not be in 
the public interest to impoverish the rail- 
ways, for if it was made impossible for 
them to carry on with financial 
success it would he bad for the country. 

In answer to Dr. Gogarty, Mr. O'Farrell 
said that about two thousand men had been 
unemployed since the amalgamation of the 
railways. 

Dr. Gogarty said that even worse than an 
impoverished. railway system would be an 
impoverished proletariat. 


COMPANY 'S RIGHTS. 

The Minister said that they had passed the 
compensation schedule to the 1924 Act on 
the basis that people should get compengation 
if they were dismissed because of amalgama- 
tion, but not in any other case. The amal- 
gamated company should have the same right 
as any other company, when trade fell away, 
to dismiss men. 
admitted, was it now contended that if em- 
loyés were thrown out of their employment 

y reason of a decrease in traffic they should 
gét compensation? 

Mr. O’Farrell—How are you to prove who 
is the person that has been sufficiently 
co by the decrease in traffic to dismiss 

m? 

The Minister—It is a very difficult, question, 
and the railway company would have to prove 
it to the satisfaction of the arbitrators. 

Mr. Farren said that if the amendment 
were not. adopted, so far as his party was 
concerned, the bill. would be no further use 
to them. It would be utterly impossible 
for any working man in the railway com- 
pany, who might lose his employment because 
of the result of the amalgamation, to prove 
that he had been dismissed because of 
amalgamation. In the absence of that amend- 
ment’ from the bill, the dice would be loaded 
against the working people, and as it stood it 
would take’ away the rights which they had 
given these men under the 1924 Act. 


“LEGALISING ROBBERY.” 

Mr. O'Farrell said that the Minister had 
not relaxed in one single thing. The result 
would be that in all probability he would get 
a majority in that House, but the responsi- 
bility would not rest on the shoulders of the 
Labour Party. It would be legalising robbery 
and taking away rights which they had given 
to men under the 1924 Act. Any amount of 
camouflage would not cover that action. 

The Minister said that the question at issue 
wa8: was it right that men who were dis- 
missed on account of decrease in traffic should 
be compensated, and that matter had not. been 
diseussed ?. 

‘Mr. Foran suggested that the section should 
be left over till the Report stage. They all 
knew, he said. that decrease of traffic could 
be easily shown by the railway management 
when they wanted to deprive the worker of 
his rights. 

The amendment was lost by 22 votes to 12, 
and when the result was declared, 


LABOUR’S PROTEST. 

Mr. O’Farrell, addressing the Chairman, 
said :—~In view of that decision of the House, 
we (the Labour Party) have decided that we 
will mévé no more amendments, as it would 
be farcical to discuss the remaining stages of 
the bill while Sections 2 and 4 stand as they 
are. We offer no disrespect to the House, 
but we cannot, I fear, take further part in the 
discussion. In ‘view of the decision 17,000 
workers will be robbed of the rights that had 
been given to them by»the Oireachtas. 

Mr. O'Farrell and ‘the other Labour Sena- 
tors present then left the House. 

The Chairman. remarked that’ though Mr. 
O’Farreil’s speech was not in order, in view 
of’ the ‘feeling over. the matter he did not 
object to it. 

The Committee stage of ‘the bill was then 
passed. 
COURT OFFICERS BILL. 

The Court Officers Bill was considered in 
Committee. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment. to 
Section 21, the object of which amendment 
was to. ensure that the new Master of the 
High Court should be a barrister of not less 
than ten years” standing, and Yn actual prac- 
tice at the Bar at the time of his appoint- 
rient. 

Mr. Guinness. said that he understood that 
the Committee on the Judiciary had recom- 
mended that the position should be filled by 
a barrister of ten year; standing, 

The Chairman said that was so. 

Mr. Brown, K.C., said that he was en- 
tirely in favour of the amendment. 

Mr, O'Higgins, the Minister in charge of 
the bill, said he had an objection to the 
amendment. The section as it stood provided 
‘that. the person to fill the post should have 
ten yéars’ experience at the Bar, and be in 
actual practice. The amendment precluded 
the possibility of a person having that. ex- 
perience and qualification, and also experience 
as a Court officer in the administrative side 
of the office, in the handling of the staff and 
other matters. 

He held that the duties of the position 
were to’ be largely administrative, and, to a 
minor extent, judicial.

FTER"a lively discussion yesterday, 
Dail Kireann recorded its opinion 
that a joint committee of the Oireachtas 
ought to be appointed to consider whether 
those sections of the Electoral Act which 
disqualify certain classes of persons from 
niembérship of “the Senate and : Dail 
“ should be extended to include any other 
class or classes of persons, and, if so, to 
what class or classes should theincapacity 
extend... Py 

As originally drafted, the motion pro- 
posed that the committee should inquire 
whether the’ incapacity ought to extend 
to “ persons who hold, either temporarily 
or permanently, * situations’ ‘of which the 
emoluments dre “derived directly from 
moneys provided ‘by the Oireachtas, or 
who: hold,--either .temporarily or per- 
manently, positions..under.local bodies.”’ 

Mr. JT. Johnson had. tabled an amend- 
ment which extended the inquiry to 
persons “ who are financially interested, 
either as shareholder or proprietor, in 
any business or undertaking which is in 
receipt, otherwise than by way of com- 
pensation, of moneys provided by the 
Oireachtas, or of persons who are in re- 
cejpt of professional, fees,’’ 

The. amendment, it appeared, was 
tabled as a protest against the Govern- 
ment’s proposal. Mr. Johnson held that 
there was no need for further restrictions, 
but that, if restrictions were to be im- 
posed, they must apply not to one class, 
but to every class: 

Professor Magennis. suggested that, 
‘under the original resolution, it would be 
possible for the committee to say that 
Professors of,.the National University— 
of whom there are four in the Dail—were 
not eligible Yor election. 

President Cosgrave explained that the 
matter arose out of a resolution passed 
by the clerical managers of Roman Catholic 
schools. In that resolution the view was 
expressed that a teacher could not attend 
to his duties properly. and at the same 
time act as a member of the Senate or 
Dail. Complaint, he added, had been 
made in one case.

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE’S 
PROPOSAL. 

President Cosgrave, invthe Dail yesterday, 
moved the following motion, of which notice 
had been given :—- 

That it is expedient that a Joint Committee 
of both Houses of the Oireachtas, consisting of 
three members of the Dail and three members 
of the Seanad, with power to send for persons, 
papers, and records, be sct up to inquire aud 
report whether the incapacity to be elected to, 
or to sit, as a member: of either House of the 
Oireachtas imposed as regards certain classes of 
persons by Sections 51 and 57 of the Electoral 
Act.. 1923 (No. 12 of 1923), should be ex- 
tentled to include any other class, or classes, of 
persons who hold, either temporarily or 
permanently; situations ‘of which the emolir- 
ments are derived directly from moneys pro- 
vided by the Oireachtas, ~ot who hold, either 
temporarily or permanently, positions under 
Tocal Bodies, and, if so, to what class, or 
classes, should the incapacity extend. 

In explaining the motion, President 
Cosgrave indicated that the position of per- 
sons following “ a certain calling’’ had been 
questioned by an organisation. 

Mr. Johnson said that he took it that he 
was right in saying that the organisation 
referred to was the teachers of the country. 

President Cosgrave—The organisation men- 
tioned is the Catholic Managers’ Association. 

Mr. Johnson—The Catholic Managers 
Association, in respect of teachers. 


A BIG QUESTION. 

Continuing, Mr. Johnson said that he 
thought that the question raised was very 
much bigger than that. It was a matter of 
depriving a large number of people of their 
rights of citizenship because of their par- 
ticular employment. In a matter of restric- 
tions of that kind they ought not to take 
groups of people ad hoc and without regard 
to general prindiple. If an inquiry of the 
kind was to be initiated, it should be an 
inquiry into the whole question as to whether 
any person in receipt of payment from 
Government funds should be entitled to sit 
in the Dail or Senate. He was against the 
principle of restriction entirely, and, even 
if his amendment were carried, he should 
still' oppose the amended motion ; but if there 
was to be an inquiry it should be with regard 
to the whole principle involved. 

He moved to amend the motion by adding 
to the classes of persons. mentioned ‘persons 
in receipt of pensions or of fees for profes- 
sional services out of moneys provided by the 
Oireachtas, or who are financially interested 
either as shareholders or proprietors in any 
business or undertaking which is in receipt, 
otherwise than by way ofscompensation, of 
moneys provided by the Oireachtas.” 


WHAT AMENDMENT WOULD DO. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that if Deputy 
Johnson desired, as his speech suggested, to 
have a general inquiry he could quite éasily 
have moved an amendment to omit: all words 
after ‘‘class or classes of persons.” That 
would have given the Committee a free hand. 
‘Under the classes comprised in the amend- 
ment would come any person who was in 
receipt of pension for service in the National 
Army—it would disqualify Deputy. Milcahy— 
and any person who held shares in the rail- 
ways of the Saorstat, because those railways 
received payment for cartiage of the mails. 
He . believed that.it would also cover any 
person who had shares in an agricultural 
credit society in recéipt of a grant from the 
State, and also every slmreholder in a public 
utility building society. 

It would be open to a small committee to 
recommend the disqualifieation of something 
like 20 per cent. of the citizens of the State. 
That would be. a mistake. ‘Another effect of 
the amendment would be to deprive the Dail 
of those Professors who sat on the benches of 
every party. They filled the gap that in other 
parties was filled by lawyers, and he would 
be deeply sorry to see the Dail deprived of 
that element of learning, wisdom and humour. 


BASIS OF CLASSIFICATION. 

Professor Magennis said that the same 
results would accrue from the amendment -as 
from the resolution, because by retaining the 
earlier portion there was shown up the real 
character—he would not say the animus—of 
the original resolutions. 
The formula,: ‘* That it is expedient,’’ with 
which the resolution opened was no empty 
formula. Deputy Cooper had overlooked the 
fact that there was a basis of classification in 
the President’s motion, and that basis was 
preserved in the amendment—namely, persons 
in receipt of moneys voted by the Dail, 
or who derived their income, or portion of 
their income, from moneys voted by the Dail. 
If the original motion singled out a limited 
number of classes of persons, then, by its 
exclusion, it was. suggested to the committee 
that they were not to consider other obvious 
cases of persons equally in receipt of money 
voted by the Parliament. rs 
, Deputy Cooper had’ mentioned Professors. 
There was only one University in the country 
that was affected by the motion. Trinity 
College—the University of Dublin—was not 
affected in the least by it; and those who 
framed the resolution knew that very well, as 
did Deputy Johnson in making his amend- 


ment.

WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 

The House of Commons was so quiet when 
the Speaker took the chair this afternoon that 
excitement seemed remote and unimaginable. 
Business for a time proceeded on lines that 
almost’ suggested. slumber, while members: 
quietly chatted one to another. 

The discussion on the Betting Tax clause 
of the Finance Bill, when the Committee 
stage. was resumed, proved much more in- 
teresting than the talk on Imperial. pre- 
ferences and safeguarding. Mr. Snowden 
opened the debate by moving an amendment 

tponing the operation of the tax from 
November 1st to April 5th of next pé It 
was possible, he said, that the C ancellor 
sál find his revenue, but it, was certain to 
cause an abundant measure of trouble. " Mr. 
Churchill had already antagonised those who 
were’ ‘not usually associated. with. popular 
agitations, He bad aroused the violent 
oppesition of-the racing and betting interests, 
and..had incurred the displeasure of the 
Christian Churches of the land and of all the 
agencies which were working for the moral 
welfare of the people. , : | 

To hear Mr. Snowden Se a rr 
ever have supposed that he imself in- 
julged in betting. -The, House laughed when 
E confessed that he. had once laid sixpence 
on. a horse.. The name of. the animal was 
“Northern Breese, ' and he felt that a horse 
witÍr a name like that was a céertainty. ' it 
wasn't, and he lost his sixpence.”. That was 
hts one and only bet on horse-raeing, and he 
regarded it as the best investment he had ever 
made. Had he won he might Ao-day have 
bean a very prosperous commission agent. . 
Sir Robert Horne was quite at one with 
Mr. Snowden on the moral aspect ‘of the 
questions, but he differed from him ‘as’ to bis 
conclusions. i . 

Sir John Simon, in opposition to the tax, 
approached the question írom another point 
of view. He objected to the Government's 
seeking to reverse the “attitude which, for 
a generation or two, the State had taken up 
in regard to betting. Sir H. Cautley, who 
was Chairman of the Committee which had 
considered the possibilities of a tax on 
betting, protested against the lea that on 
moral grounds they were justified in leaving 
matters as they were. 

Turning to Lady -Astor,.he asked. her 
whether she, as a champion .of morality, who 
always put herself above everybody else, 
whenever questions of this sort. were con- 
‘sidered, was content to leave matters as they 
were at present. ‘‘ Certainly not,” replied 
Lady Astor. Then what is the alternative ? 
asked Sir Henry. The only concrete sugges- 
tion which the Committee had before them 
was to prohibit newspapers from publishing 
betting odds, and to put a stop to tipsters’ 
advertisements, “ Hear, hear, again from 
Lady: Astor. 

Mr. Scrymgeour, who has as strong an 
antipathy to betting as he has to strong 
drink, warmly protested against a tax which, 
he said, would give a great momentum to a 
deplorable vice. 

“A POLITICAL BLUNDER.” 

Lady Astor made one of her amusing 
speeches in opposition to the tax. She regretted 
that a Prime Minister with a ‘“‘looking- 
forward '” programme should have chosen 
a Chancellor of the Exchequer with 
a ‘* looking - backward ”’ programme. 
The. imposition of this tax was a 
serious political blunder. Many of the Con- 
seryatives were returned by Nonconformist 
votes, and the inevitable result of this tax 
would be to organise. the Churchés against 
them. ‘‘I don’t’ own racehorses,’’ said Lady 
Astor, and, when reminded that her husband 
did, she said that he was, at all events, 
teady to face a moral issue, and if he were 
really convinced [She got no further, as 
an hon. member questioned her ability to 
speak for her husband.] ‘‘ Don’t you be so 
certain about that,” retorted Lady Astor, 


the Government to deal with betting as a 
social evil, and not as a mere ‘question: of 
obtaining revenue. What Mr. Jack Jones ob- 
jected to was the regarding a gambler with 
a silk hat as respectable, while a man with 
a cloth cap, who put a shilling on a horse, 
was looked upon as a potential criminal. 
Mr. Barr, who is a clergyman, said that it 
was not Jerusalem, but Monte Carlo, that 
they were building in England’s pleasant 
land. 
THE CHANCELLOR'S REPLY. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, replying 
on the debate, said that he was not dis- 
satisfied or disheartened with the course of 
the discussion, on what he recognised was a 
highly controversial subject. ‘‘ You always 
were a gambler,’’ interjected a Labour mem- 
ber. Mr. Churchill took no notice of this 
interruption; but asked where, on the moral 
issue, did the official Opposition stand in this 
matter. Betting had Sa described as “a 
xiver of pollated activity, but such language 
was mere hypocrisy, - unless accompanied 
by a determined intention to procure 
its repression. Mr. Scrymgeour, at 
all events, had taken up a _ logical 
position. Mr, Compton observed that 
was the reason why the hon. member repre- 
sented Dundee. (Laughter.) ‘‘I represented 
Dundee for a greater length of time,” said 
Mr. Churchill, but, he asked, was it the 
policy of the Labour Party to prohibit 
betting? There were columns. of betting in 
the Daily Herald, and there was “betting 
among the Comrades. (Laughter.) 

On the moral question, there was Lady 
Astor, and of all the illogical attitudes adopted 
against this tax, the palm and praise must be 
awarded to her. (Laughter.) “At one 


moral obliquity of betting, and at the same 
time we are exciting ourselves to know 
what will be the fortunes of the great 
stable with which she is associated,” he 
went on. ‘The noble lady once took a 
very risky course Lady Astor, perhaps, 
seeing what was coming, interrupted 
with ““I[ never did’’—‘‘of advising people 
from a public platform,” continued Mr. Chur- 
chill, “ as to the horse on which they were, 
if so tempted, to place their faith. She has, 
however, this escape from illogicality. She 
might say that she did this in order to sicken 
them of a bad habit, because the horse she 
advised them to back ran last.’’ (Roars of 
laughter. ) 

In the eoncluding part of his speech, Mr. 
Churchill said that he was ready, between 
now and the report stage, to consider whether 
it would -not- be possible to make some dif- 
ferentiation between bets made with a credit 
bookmaker and bets made on the racecourse. 
He was, however, opposed to making any 
proposals which would lead to a general. col- 
lapse of the whole system of racing as it 
existed in this country. 

On a-division, Mr. Snowden’s..amendment 
was defeated by 251 votes to 152—Govern- 
ment majority’ 79. 

The debate on the clause was adjourned.

CHANGES IN THE 
‘MINISTRY.

Thé reports of impending changes in the 

Cabinet having beem expressly denied, every- 
thing remains as it was for the time being, 
but it is fairly clear that the reports had some 
foundation. It is stated with a good deal of 
authority that M. Péret, the Finance Minis- 
ter, had actually got his letter of resignation 
‘written last Tuesday, and that M. Briand was 
informed at Geneva that he intended to pre- 
sent it, if a Cabinet of “ National Union ”’ 
could not be formed. Whether this be true 
or not, M. Briand seems to have spoken very 
strongly at yesterday's Council of Ministers 
against the idea that the Cabinet should re- 
sign as a whole in order to be remodelled 
on a broader basis, and to have ex- 
pressed the opinion that a Cabinet of 
“ National Union ' was out of the question. 
This possibility seemed to be definitely dis- 
carded, but the idea of clianging one or two 
of the Ministers in order to make the Cabinet 
conform’ more closely to the majority, with 
which it is at present’ working in the 
Chamber, is still in the air, 

If, as is widely believed, M. Briand has 
such changes in view, it is quite natural that 
he should’ carry out the necessary negotia- 
tions with as much secrecy and discretion as 
he is maintaining with regard to the Govern- 
ment’s financial plans.’ It séems to be ex- 
pected that, if the Government produces a 
complete prograriáme of measures of financial 
reform, based 6n the recommeéndations of the 
Committee of Experts, and can get the 
Chamber to pass it without too much ado, it 
will restore confidence in the country, and 
provide the moral support which is required 
to hold the france. This seems quite a reason- 
able hypothesis; for the sight of a Govern- 
ment with a; sérong and united backing in 
the Chamber in France has. not been seen for 
a long tir It could not fail to make a 
deep impression. - The -only question. is 
whether’ such a miracle can be wrought in 
ten days.

Viscount Gladstone has addressed to Sir 
Godfrey Collins, M.P., a letter on the 
question of the Liberal Party funds, 
having special reference to the general 
election of 1924. 

After the 1923 election, the Liberals, he 
states, were almost at the end of their 
resources. They could not provide more 
than £50,000 for the next election, which, 
to be fought as they wished, would cost 
not far short of £200,000. 

In January the Liberal headquarters 
the whole position before Mr. Lloyd .~" 
(who had contributed £90,000 to the 19 
Election, and about £10,000 for financing 
Wales), and asked him to ‘guarantee, out of 
his own very large resources, a sum sufficient 
to increase the candidatures to a total 
essential for electoral competition with the 
Conservative and the Labour. Parties. He 
dechined. 

For six months they pressed their point 
repeatedly, but without result. At that time 
they had on their own resources fixed 270 
candidates, but wanted another 180. 

Mr. Lloyd George was fully aware of that 
fact, and knew that without his aid they 
could not have an effective force in the field. 
On October 5th—fout days before the dissolu- 
tion—Sir Donald Maclean reported to Mr. 
Asquith that Mrz Lloyd George had expressed 
the view that 300 candidates were sufficient 
for the election, 

Lord Gladstone adds: ‘‘It was not until 
the announcement of the dissolution that Mr. 
Lloyd: George agreed to give £50,000. Suffi- 
cient as this sum was, it came too late for 
practical purposes.” Sixty additional candi- 
dates were fixed, but had the resources been 
pooled in January the history of the election 
would have been different.

Jovernment, as they had the Russian 
Government, there would he war. The 
miners had received £350,000 from Russia 
through the Russian Trades Union and 
Russian miners and co-operators, but. nothing 
from .the Government. -: Lord Birkenhead 
was not opposed to Russia because she 
wanted revolution in Britain, because he 
was in a plot to starve the miners into 
surrender. 


THE CAPE TOWN DISASTER.

When the estimates for Public Works 
and Buildings were discussed in the Dail 
yesterday, Major Bryan Cooper moved a 
reduction ef £200,000 in the amount that 
the Government proposed spend on 
“new works, alterations and additions.’’ 

The total under this head is £673,790—~ 
an increase of £252,000 compared with 
last year. It includes £30,000 for the 
reconstruction of the Custom House, 
£90,000 for the Four Courts, and over 
£116,000 for the General Post Office, 
Dublin. 

Major Cooper contended that, while it 
was right to spend money on public works 
in. view of the unemployment that pre- 
vails,“the Government's proposal was too 
ambitious. Regard must be paid. to the 
need.of economy. He did not believe that 
all the work contemplated could be done 
in a year, and, at any rate, if money was 
needed, the Government. always had the 
power to introduce a supplementary Vote. 

Mr. A. Byrne called attention to the 
fact that, although work is going on at 
several sites in Upper Sackville street, the 
sites owned by the Government still lie 
derelict. 

Major Cooper’s amendment was defeated 
by 47 votes to 12. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 
RUINED

RESTORATION OF 
BUILDINGS. 

In the Dail yesterday, Mr. E. Duggan, Par- 
lamentary Secretary to the Mmistry of 
Finance, moved the vote of £1,013,906 ‘for 
public works and buildings, including 
drainage works The amount was a net in- 
crease on last year of £143,190. He said 
that. the vote covered special expenditure for 
the present yezr for the three purposes of 
housing the Garda Siochana, the restoration 
of the Dublin General -Post Office, Custom 
House and Four Courts, and arterial drainage 
works, 

Mr. A. Byrne asked what was the inten- 
tion of the Board of Works with regard to 
the three-derelict sites in Sackville street in 
the possession of the Government. All the 
private owners in the street were either re- 
building or clearing up the sites, but nothing 
had .been done on the Government property. 
He further wanted to know the Government s 
intention with regard to the site of Maple s 
Hotel, in Kildare street. He contended that 
the rebuilding of the three Government 
buildings in Dublin should be speeded up 
for the purpose of absorbing more of the 
unemployed. There were many complaints 
that foreign made-up material was being 
used in the reconstruction of those 
buildings. y 

Mr. Duggan said that there was an ex- 
press stipulation in the contracts that Irish 
manufacture should be used as far as pos- 
sible. In some instances it cost a little more, 
but they got more than the difference in 
better value. Killaloe slates were being 
used for roofing the Four Courts. . The 
Board of Works would be glad if some one 
came along and took the vacant sites in 
O'Connell street. The Maple’s Hotel site 
was under consideration, but a decision as to 
what was to be done with it had not yet 
been taken. 

REDUCTION MOVED. 

Major Bryan Cooper moved to reduce 
by £200,000 the estimate of £673,790 for new 
works, alterations, and additions. He said’ 
that the increase of expenditure estimated for 
under that heading was £252,000. He main- 
tained that the amount was too great for 
one year. - It included £30,000 for the 
Custom House, £90,000 for the Four Courts, 
and. £116,000 for the G.P.O. All that ex- 
penditure was concentrated into one year. 
It was entirely desirable to give employment, 
but, unemployment would not come to an end 
this year, and the work on those Govern- 
ment buildings should be spread over a 
longer period, in order to provide a steady 
flow of employment for some time to come. 

In any case, it was not likely that the 
money asked for by the Board of Works 
would be spent this vear. In the past the 
Board had over-estimated its requirements, 
and yet they now asked for an amount that 
was an increase of more than a quarter of a 
million‘on last year. The proper thing for 
the Department to do was to as: for a 
minimum, instead of a maximum, vote, and 
come to the Dail íor a supplementary vote 
next spring, if they required it. 

Mr. Wilson said that the amount was 
estimated for as capital expenditure, and its 
reduction would not affect the taxation of 
the present vear. 

OVERTAXED GENERATION. 

Professor Magennis said that an outlay of 
£121,000 was contemplated on one building, 
the General Post Office in 0 Connell street, 
though a very important auxiliary, the srot- 
ing offices, were provided for elsewhere. It 
was shown that the amount spent on the 
building of sorting offices up to dist March, 
1926, was £9,600, and an estimate of the 
total cost was not vet made. Why, he 
asked, should they come there and complain 
of over-taxation and at the same time com- 
placently vote capital expenditure exceeding 
that of last year by a quarter of a million 
pounds, when it was obvious that the works 
were not to serve their time only but 
centuries ahead? This over-taxed generation 
was to be made to pay for those costly 
buildings ‘out of the income of the present 
year. 
' Mr. Wilson—No, no: all wrong. (Laughter. 
Mr. W. Hewat indicated his approval of 
the proposed expenditure. 

Mr. ‘I. Johnson asked for an assurance 
that. the money was intended to be spent 
thes year. 

Mr. Duggan said that he could give that 
assurance, because the expenditure was in 
the interests of economy and in the interests 
of the efficiency of the departments now 
housed in temporary buildings scattered over 
Dublin. It was not in the interests of 
economy that they should pay rent for tem- 
porary buildings for the Civic Guard and at 
the same time have sites they had purchased 
lving idle. Last year they had not spent 
all the money voted, but they were in a 
different position this year, because the work 
was well under way.

CONSISTENT OVER-ESTIMATING. . 
Major Cooper said that the Board of Works 
had consistently over-esti —steadily, over 
three years. puty Wilson had been on the 
Public Accounts Committee for three years 
and said that it did not matter. '' Looking 
into Deputy Wilson’s mind,” said ; 
Cooper, “I see now why the farmers of this 
country are in such a distressful condition.” 
The amendment, he continwed, was a toucb- 
stone of economy. It was the last but one of 
his series of amendments to the estimates, 
and it was the biggest. He had put it down 
because there was great talk of economy, and 
his belief was that everybody was in favour 
of economy in the abstract and would 
support it in. the conerete.

Cosgraye explained that the vote 
showed a decrease of £1,178 from last vear. 
Salaries and allowances were down by £478, 
and travelling expenses £250. The total 
estimate for telegrams and telephones was 
£256, instead of last year’s £400. He pointed 
out that a Warliamentary secretary to the 
Executive Couneil, in addition to the work of 
that office, was engaged on a large number 
of committees ahg commissions, including the 
Military Service Pensions Board, which occu- 
pied a large portion of his time.

Mr. Johnson invited President Cosgrave to 
express his view with regard to what he 
alled the sysiem of espionage, the “ shadow- 
ing ” of citizens of the Saorstat when they 
made visits to Northern Ireland. He ha: 
particularly in mind the case of a former

S50-HOURS' RAINFALL 
IN KERRY. 


CATTLE THREATENED 
BY GREAT FLOODS. 


-“ 


Great dámage has been done in many 
districts in the County Kerry by floods follow- 
ing a-continuous rainfall of over fifty hours. 
The Rivers Flesk and Maine, in East Kerry, 
and the Brick, in North Kerry, overflowed 
their banks and inundated large areas ddjoin- 
ing them. 

Cattle are marooned in the valley of the 
Maine, and have found temporary safety on 
the ditches of the waterlogged fields, where 
they are to be heard piteously bellowing for 
succour all day, surrounded by the water. 
The floods in ‘that district: are. reported to be 
the worst experienced for forty years, and it 
is feared that many cattle will perish before 
the waters abate. 

Near Lixnaw, in North Kerry, the River 
Brick burst its-banks, flooded many acres of 
land, rushed on to the railway line and 
destroyed the permanent way, making: train 
traffic impossible. The six o'clock morning 
train from Tralee for Limerick was unable to 
proceed beyond Abbeydorney, while the morn- 
ing train from Limerick to Tralee could not 
get beyond Listowel. No attempt can be 
made to repair the line until the floods sub- 
side, and the train service is not likely to be 
resumed for two or three days. ; 

The Castleisland branch line was also put 
out of action by floods from the Flesk, the 
water being fully three feet deep on the 
permanent way. Passengers travelling south 
of Mallow for. stations between Tralee and 
Limerick had to wait in Tralee and travel by 
the two o'clock train, which goes via Lime- 
rick Junction. Mr, Tooher, district superin- 
tendent, made matters as comfortable as pos- 
sible for them. 

The Ballymullen River overflowed at the 
Tralee urban. boundary, and the water entered 
some of the houses there. At six o'clock 
vesterday evening the floods were abating in 
Tralee, bnt in the country districts it is 
feared that it will take days for the waters 
to subside. 

THE FEALE IN FLOOD. 

One of the heaviest June floods ever seen in 
the River Feale has inundated the valley of 
the Feale between Abbeyfeale and Kilmorna. 
Some houses were flooded, and considerable 
damage has been suffered by pastures and 
crops.

DUBLIN MERCHANT’S 
DEATH.

FOUND SHOT IN BEDROOM. 


Mr. Frederick William Smith, a wholesale 
fancy goods merchant, was found dead in his 
offices at 21 Merchant's quay, Dublin, yester- 
day morning. 

t appears that Mr. Smith came up from 
Greystones to his office at 9 a.m., and 
attended to his business as usual. Mr. Sidney 
Smith, his son, left the offices to go to the | 
bank at about. 9.30 a.m., and when he re- 
turned shortly after 11 o'clock he missed his 
lather and searched for him in apartments 
where the family reside when in Dublin. In 
the top bedroom he saw his father lying on 
the floor with a bullet wound in his head. 
In his right hand was a heavy revolver. It 
Was found that a bullet had entered Mr. 
Smith's right jaw, and, coming ont on the 
right side of the head, ongee in the wall éf 
the bedroom. A doctor who. was summoned 
found life to be extinct. 

Mr. Smith has been residin 
for the past fortnight, where his family have 
taken a house for the summer months. It 
was his custom to come up to the office every 
morning and return home again in. the 
evening. One-of his. sons stayed at 24 
Merchant’s quay during the night and opened 
the offices every morning for his father. 

Mr. Smith was 56 years of age and in good 
health, He was well known in Dublin busi- 
ness circles.

and shrewdnes: in the handling of men and 
affairs, before which difficulties of all kinds 
melted and tangles, however intricate ' and 
confused, .smodt themselves out “with 
incredible regularity. Not only~ did his 
special department íor the supply of guns 
and shells far @¢xceed all previous records or 
expectations during the riod of. his 
control, but in the general wotk of the 
Munitions Council and in the adjustment of 
personal difficulties inseparable from the 
strain of war-time administration, he’ showed 
the qualities of a business statesman and a 
leader of men. 

My own obligations to him are measureless. 
When the war was over he accompanied me, 
always in an honorary capacity, from the 
Ministry of Munitions to the War Office, and 
later to the Colonial Office. In both these 
Departments, during the harassing years of 
the aftermath, it was my practice to place in 
his hands the most. awkward and baffling 
commercial administrative questions with 
which those departments were encumbered. 
In every case a satisfactory solution of the 
difficulties was achieved. — 

RUBBER CONSERVATION. 

The ruinows ' condition into which our 
rubber plantations had fallen in 1921 led him 
to formulate that scheme of conservation which 
has finally rescued this important British in- 
dustry from destruction, and has proved of 
inestimable advantage to the State. But this 
was only one instance in a series of eight or 
nine matters of first-rate consequence in 
which he achieved sure, deft, practical. and 
fruitful solutions. He was called at 
alate stage into the control of the British 
Empire Exhibition. With much teluctance 
he accepted a task already seriously. com- 
promised. His immense efforts to compel 
success in this. field ‘occupied and exhausted 
the closing years of his life. 

lt is the language of bald truth to say 
that in ten years’ public service. for honour 
alone, he wore out and consumed the - whole 
exceptional strength of his mind and body. 
Barely fiftv, he had exhausted: in the sérvice 
of the State the vital forces by which an 
easier and less disinterested career might have: 
been carried to.a long old age. He ranks with 
the good soldiers who died of thé injuries 
and strains they received when giving all 
that was in them to the ‘national cause. He 
leaves behind an example of public spirit, of 
rectitude, and of flexible, originative capacity, 
which those who aspire to be leaders of 
British industry- may well emulate, and a 
memory which those who were his friends will 
never let die.

CONTINENTAL COAL FOR 
DUBLIN. 


TWO CARGOES ARRIVE. 
Two consignments of Continental coal 
arrived in the port of Dublin yesterday morn- 
ing. These are the first cargoes of coal to 
arrive in the Free State since the strike in 


One cargo, from Dunkirk, was consigned to 
Messrs. Tedcastle, M‘Cormick and Co., and 
was of 1,000 tons. The other cargo, also 
from a Continental port, was consigned to 
Messrs, Wallace Bros., Ltd., and is at present 
being unloaded at their coal wharfs at the 
Custom House Docks. The coal is of very 
good appearance and quality, and is stated to 
be very much superior to the last consign- 
ment of Continental coal brought to this 
country during the industrial troubles in 
England in 1921. Messrs. Wallace Bros. had 
the co-operation of two other leading coal 
merchants, Messrs. Peter Murphy and Co. 
and Messrs. Sheridan Bros., who are respon- 
sible for half of the cargo. 

Messrs. Tedcastle, M‘Cormick and Co. 
brought over their consignment in one of 
their owh ships, the Hampshire Coast. This 
company has arranged for further cargoes of 
Continental coal to be forwarded by their 
own ships next week. Messrs. Wallace Bros. 
have also arranged for other cargoes, the first 
of which will arrive in Dublin probably on 
Monday. 

These arrivals will relieve the coal shortage, 
which was beginning to be felt acutely by the 
private consumers in Dublin and in other 
parts of the Free State. They will also tend 
to relieve, although only in a small way, the 
unemployment that has been prevalent in the 
Dublin docks since the strike stopped the 
arrival of colliers in the port. Nearly 1,000 
men were employed in unloading, transporting 
and distributing the coal, all of whom are 
now idle. The coming of these two vessels 
will give employment to about seventy men. 

The coal merchants in the city believe that 
the trouble in the English coal fields will 
continue for some time to come, but they do 
not intend to lay in large stocks of Conti- 
nental coal, as it might be left on their hands 
in the event of the strike concluding at short 
notice. They will continue to import suffi- 
cient quantities to supply the demands of the 
consumers during the existence of the strike.

Lord Morris asked the Lord Chamber- 
lain if his attention had been called to 
the production of certain plays in London. 
which have been described in the Press by 
dramatic critics and others, as “ im- 
‘moral;’’’ “* degrading’? “and: “ demoralis- 
ing” ; if. he, would’ make ‘inquiries into 
this matter, and take. appropriate action 
to suppress what was indecent and 
‘objectionable; if he would state what were 
the principles ‘upon’ which the Censor of 
' Plays«acted, and upon which plays were 
granted a licence for performance, and if 
‘he objected to the licensing of theatres 
being transferred to ‘the: local authorities, 
as was the case everywhere else in this 
country. gás. i 

The question, said bord “Morris, was the 
outcome of a conference at which he was 
present, of representatives of the London 
Publié Morality Council; of which the Bishop 
of London was President; and which included 
leaders. of other. ian --Churches, and 
dramatic critics, “He. quoted. a number of 
newspaper criticisms, but refrained from men- 
.tioning-the names of the plays criticised. One 
of the. most. serious aspects abont these per 
formanees, he argued, was that they carried 
the im primat#? of the Lord Chamberlain, a 
high State official. The authors and pro- 
ducers, in reply to objections, pointed out 


that their play had been licensed by the Lord. 


; 


Chamberlain. 
Lord Morris went on to say that the people 
whom he represented.‘were not joy-killers. 
They did .not object to broad and wide inter- 
pretations given “in an artistic manner. ‘They 
were anxious that some policy should be 
adopted. which would -make.it unnecéssary for 
the Press to call attentian to this “wave of 
sensuality.” He suggested that a representa- 
tive of the Lord Chamberlain should witness 
s, performance of a play before it was publicly 
performed, to see if it required amendment. 
The Bishop of London, in supporting the 
motion, said that he made" no attack on the 
Lord Chamberlain’s department. He had 
always found thenr very attentive, and had 
secured, through. them; alterations in certain 
plays. Nor did he make any attack on the 
stage. It was one of the great public instatu- 
tions, and they could not expect perfect draw- 
ingroom manners on the stage. But it was 
extraordinary, with uch a good Lord 
Chamberlain, that certain scenes seemed to 
escape through the net. Probably they were 
altered in performance after they had passed 
the Censor on paper. He did not want the 
censorship to be taken from the Lord 
Chamberlain. He only wanted the London 
stage to be a great example to the whole 


British Empire. 


THE CRITICAL ASPECT. 

Lord Buckmaster said that the debate was 
embarrassed by reason of the fact that in 
not one single definite instance had the dis- 
cretion of the Lord Chamberlain been chal- 
lenged. They had to discuss the matter 
wholly in the dark. One thing was clear. 
It was not fair to an author to turn down 
a play merely because it dealt with an un- 
pleasant subject. If they were to turn down 
plays on that ground, many of the greatest 
masterpieces of literature would not able 
to be performed. Nor could they turn a 
play down on the ground that it was allur- 
ing. Was there any play containing more 
sumptuous immorality than ‘‘ Antony and 
Cleopatra ?” There was not a singie line in 
it condemning the immoral relationship of 
Antony and Cleopatra. 

Súrely the real question was whether the 
play was calculated to shock and offend any 

t body’ of reasonably-minded ME NN 
Reasonably-minded people were not shocked 
and offended because a woman with a “past” 
was introduced on “the stage. Conditions 
which might shock or offend varied from 
time to time. Chaucer’s tales, which were 
utterly free from any charge of indecency, 
were, none the less, expressed in language 
so coarse that it was utterly impossible to 
produce them to-day. Yet they did not 
shock or offend the'people who read them 
when they were published. e real cause 
of offence did not lie so much in that which 
was performed, as in the way it was per- 
formed, and that could not be remedied by 
the Lord Chamberlain. 

He thought that, on the whole, the Lord 
Chamberlain had discharged his duty with 
great fidelity and regard for the public, and 
that there was no need whatever for impos- 
ing any further restrictions on his discretion. 

Lord Braye supported the motion. 


LORD CROMER’S DEFENCE. 

The Earl of Cromer said that he welcomed 
the opportunity of correcting some misappre- 
hensions as to his department. Lord Morris 
had read a number of criticisms, but did not 
mention that he had witnessed any of the 
plays so criticised. It would have carried 
more weight if he had given his own opinion, 
and had been able to point to any particular 
portions of plays to which he took ob- 
jection. It was the business of dramatic 
critics to criticise, and he was not surprised 
that there was a great variety of criticisms. 
His department was kept informed of Press 
criticisms § He should be failing in his duty 
if he did not at once take steps to suppress 
anything indecent, and he challenged the fact 
that there was anything indécent on the 
stage. As to ‘‘ objectionable,’”’ that was a 


-word that could be interpreted by different 


people in different ways, and he invited the 
noble lord to communicate with him privately 
as to anything há considered objectionable. 

The general picture painted by Lord Morris 
and the Bishop of London pointed. to the 
conclusion that there had been a relaxing, 
rather than a tightening-up of the censor- 
ship. That was not the fact. In 1923, 596 
plays were submitted, and nine were refused 
a license; in 1924 619 were submitted, and 
nine refused; in 1905 740 plays were sub- 
mitted, and sixteen were refused. In the 
present year 341 had been submitted, and 
already twenty had been refused a licence. 
That pointed in the direction of mcreased 
severity. 

As to the principles on which he acted, 
he strongly deprecated, in the public interest, 
putting down in tabular form exactly what 
should be the conditions for granting a 
licence. If there was a schedule of conditions, 
it was always possible for the ingenuity of a 
modern play-writer to evade them. In 
general, the guiding conditions were, as far 
as possible, to eliminate any indecency, and 
equally to respect the susceptibilities of the 
community at large. The Government were 
not prepared to support the transfer of 
licensing of theatres to the local authorities, 
Anyone could object to the renewal .of a 
yearly licence to a theatre if he objected to 
any performance at that theatre. If an 
scene of a play was regarded as doubtful, his 
department sent someone to witness it, and 
sometimes suggestions were made as to the 
“businass,” which was often the crux of the 
matter. 

He was most fortunate in being able to 
turn for advice to an Advisory Committee, 
and he occasionally referred plays to them. 
if there were any specific instances of 
objectionable scenes, he would welcome any- 
one; who would point them out to him, if the 
objection was really of a serious nature. It 
was his duty to preserve an even balance be- 
tween different views, and to uphold what was 
best for the traditions of the stage and the 
interests of the public at large. 


A BISHOP AND THE THEATRE. 

The Bishop of Southwark, speaking as a 
regular theatre-goer, said that he had 
histened with satisfaction to the Earl of 
Cromer’s speech, especially when he dis- 
approved the proposal to give local authori- 
ties power to deal with the drama. 
If the London Ceunty Council were to act 
as censors of plays, he feared that originality 
would be discouragea. The peril of the 
stage, in every generation, was that of be- 
coming extremély conventional end mono- 
tonous, No doubt, thero were some plays 
on the stage which were open to very serious 
objection, but he did not believe that the 
stage, as a whole, was really decadent.

CREAMERY COMPANY’S CLAIM. 

The case of Castlelyons Co-operative 
Creamery, Ltd., Fermoy, Co. Cork, against 
Maurice Collins, merchant and milk contrac- 
tor, of 65 Parnell street, Dublin, was heard. 
It was an action brought by the plaintiffs to 
recover the sum of £134 19s. 10d., balance 
alleged to be due for the price of fresh milk 
sold and delivered by them to the defendant 
from the 3th September to 27th November, 


1920. 

For the defence, it was alleged that, the 
plaintiffs’ account was misleading and in- 
accurate with respect to the deductions 
allowed for sour and unmarketable, milk de- 
livered to the defendant, in violation of the 
contract Between him and the plaintiffs. 

The plaintiffs had allowed deductions in 
respect of sour milk amounting to £24 5s. 4d., 
án 1 the defendaní claimed to beientitled to 
deductions amounting to £68 3s, 2d. for the 
unsound milk over and above the credits 
allowed by ths plaintiffs. 

Mr. J. M. Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. Eric 
Hallinan (instructed by Messrs. W. J. 
Magnier and Son) appeared for plaintiffs; 
and Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., and Mr. W. G. 
Fallon (instructed by Mr, Thomas Early) for 
the defendant. 

From the correspondence, it appeared that 
a number of letters had been written by the 
defendant, complaining of the sour and 
worthless condition of the milk delivered 
from time to time during the period men- 
tioned, when, owing to the trouble then pre- 
vailing, the train service from Fermoy ‘to 
Dublin was frequently interrupted. 

The plaintiffs’ evidence was to the effect 
that the milk had been properly handled at 
their premises, and had not been tampered 
with béfore being put on the train at Fermoy 
station. 

The defendant, in his evidence, stated that 
he had entered into the contract for the 


}supply of the milk with the plaintifis in order

to carry out a contract with the Dublin 
Union; and that, in consequence of the con- 
dition of the milk delivered by the plaintiffs 
from time to time, he had suffered consider- 
able loss, and had frequently to buy milk in 
the open market at a much higher price than 
had been contracted for. 

It was stated that the defendant’s premises 
had been raided by the British military and 
his papers removed, and that it was only 
recently that he had become acquainted with 
the position of the accounts. It was also ad- 
mitted that the defendant had sent cheques 
for payment of accounts from time to time, 
and that there had been no attempt made by 
him to evade payment. 

Mr. Justice Johnston, remarking that it 
was a very complicated case, and that he had 
a great deal of difficulty in foYowing the 
evidence, said that the only matter that he 
had to deal: with now was with regard to the 
amount to,be allowed by way of deduction 
from the ners claim for sour milk. 
Having analysed the accounts in detail, his 
lordship allowed the defendant £78 Os. 3d. 
in respect of deductions, and gave the plain- 
tiffs a decree for £56 19s. 7d., with costs. 

On the application of Mr. Maguire, he 
allowed a stay for three weeks.

Son), appeared for the plaintiff, stated that 
every effort had been made to effect a satis- 
factory partitidn or division of the premises 
amongst the parties, but without success. It 
was impossible to get the old lady, Mrs. 
Hennessy, to agree to any reasonable partition 
arrangement, and there must be a sale. He, 
therefore, asked his lordship for an order 
affirming the Chief Clerk’s certificate and 
directing a sale of the lands, stock and 
chattels. 

Mr. Mathieson (instructed by Mr. John P. 
Carrigan), for the defendants, asked his lord- 
ship for an order directing partition of the 
lands instead of a sale. He pointed out that 
the onus lay on the ‘plaintiff, who asked for a 
sale, to show that partition was not possible, 
and that, he submitted, had not been shown. 

Mr. Justice Johnston said that he was 
satisfied that there must be a sale of the 
lands under the circumstances, and made an 
order for sale accordingly, allowing all the 
parties to bid at the sale, and also allowing 
the plaintiff his costs incidental to the action.

IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS. 
COMPULSION UNDESIRABLE. 


Referring to the report of the National 
Programme Conference, the report of the 
Dublin, Glendalough and Kildare Board of 
Education, which is to be presented to the 
Joint Synods, states that there is much in the 
report that moves in the right direction. 

‘From the extreme views on the Irish 
language which had been expressed by a large 
proportion of the members of the Conference, 
some anxiety was felt lest the report should 
advocate additional stringency in the rules for 
teaching Irish. The changes recommended are 
in the opposite direction. 


A HOPE, 

“Definite arrangements are now suggested 
for including English in the infant school 
curriculum; and the attempt to teach all 
subjects through the medium of Irish has been 
abandoned, except in the limited number of 
cases where both teachers and pupils are at 
home in the language. It is unfortunate that 
the list of obligatory subjects is so limited. 
Most educators will regret the omission of 
drawing and any drill; many will com- 
plain of the absence of cookery and domestic 
economy. But so long as Irish must be taught 
for an hour each day, omissions of important 
subjects are inevitable. 

“It now rests with the new Minister for 
Education, Professor O'Sullivan, to accept, to 
reject, or to adapt the recommendations of the 
Conference. Is it too much to hope that he 
will abandon the attempt to revive Irish by 
compulsory legislation ?’’

OF DUBLIN. 

Yesterday was the opening day of the 
“ Lend-a-Hand ”’ Féte, which is being held in 
Lord Iveagh’s grounds, Dublin, in aid of St. 
Peter’s Church and Schools. The Rev. J. 
Tobias, Rector of St. Peter's, said that if 
hard work and plenty of enthusiasm on the 
part of the helpers could ensure the success 
of any undertaking everyone might be quite 
certain that the féte was going to be a great 
success.

DONNYBROOK VILLAGE. 

In the coufse of a letter, Mr. W. C. Ganly, 
of Donnybrook road, Dublin, writes :— 

“The Pembroke Urban Council are 
meditating a scheme for the widening of 
Donnybrook Village. When that scheme is 
carried out, if it ever can be, it means the 
destruction of one of the world’s historic 
spots. One complete side of the village, from 
end to end of the exits of what was once 
its principal thoroughfares, Church lane—now 
known as the Crescent—will,be a dead wall. 
The whole aim and desire is simply to 
facilitate motor-speeding, which, incidentally, 
will deprive a number of shopkeepers of their 
means of livelihood. The cost of the scheme 
is estimated at £14,000. That expenditure 
can be saved, and the recurrence of accidents 
prevented in the future, by a very simple 
means. The capitalised sum to repay the 
necessary loan will run into a very substantial 
figure per annum. hat figure can be cut 
by nearly one half, and the town not be 
disturbed, by the Council 's making the follow- 
ing artangements:—Permanently have a 
Guard on point duty at the angle imme- 
diately facing Messrs. Staffieri's shops.

THE GARDEN OF IRELAND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Srr,—Your correspondent ‘‘M,” in the 
Irish Times of the 9th instart, writes that 
the destruction of the Bellevue estate and 
Delgany Village surroundings probably 
occurred during the Great War, when. timber 
was required and very scarce. I believe that 
Bellevue was sold only after the war. How- 
ever, already in the autumn of 1919 the place 
had been almost irretrievably damaged. The 
practically complete ruin of this place, not so 
very Many years ago still ranking as one of 
the beauty spots of County Wicklow, is now 
accomplished. The road from the Glen of the 
Downs to Delgany Village and the upper road 
leading to the Dublin Gate, which were once 
ideal country walks, are now deprived of their 
—- glades and magnificent timber. As 
noticed by your correspondent, the removers 
of the trees took no: precautions to spare the 
gates and walls, which have been ruthlessly 
destroyed, and what few trees have been left 
are mostly broken and unsightly objects, 
standing in a wilderness of weeds and among 
the stumps of the beeches and chestnuts which 
were once the glory of Delgany Village. 

Bellevue, called in former days Bally- 
donough, was purchased in 1753 from Dr. 
Corbet, \Dean of St. Patrick’s Cathedral, by 
David La. Touche, the son of David La Touche 
of Dublin, who, together with a refugee com 

triot, introduced the manufacture of poplins 
in Ireland and founded the first of the Irish 
banks. Bellevue house was built in 1754, and 
the trees—destroyed in 1919 and subsequently 
—had been, planted for David La Touche by 
‘Mr. John Kelly, a good reclaimer of 
ground ’’/(‘‘A Tour to Bellevue,” by John 
Ferrar, author of the “ History of Limerick,” 
Dublin, 1796). 
Your /correspondent rightly points out the 
condition of the Bellevue boundary walls. If 
he had continued along the Dublin-Wicklow 
main road, he would have also noticed there 
much dWapidation of boundary walls of many 
arks from the Glen of the Downs to Wicklow. 
hé owners of the parks along the main road 
are not to blame for the tondition of the road- 
side. .Probably, if they could be assured of 
protection for their property, they would 
repair the walls. The culprits are, without 
any de@ubt, the trespassers in search of fire- 
woof and flowers who deliberately pull down 
wall-copings to facilitate ingress into the 
woods and an easy exit with the stolen faggots 
and vegetation. It should not be difficult for 
the County Council, the Civic Guard and the 
property-owners to combine to restore the 
good appearance of the roadside and walls, 
each party contributing its share of work or 
expenses.—Yours, etc., R

If Mr. Walsh would 
mix in disguise—if such an outstanding a 
personality coulé be disguised—in any com- 
mercial company and hear the comments on 
his department, he would find them very dis- 
paraging. 

We have in the Free State the highest- 
a internal postal charges. in Western 

urope and the worst service. Letters 
arriving in the English mail are delivered 
here one hour to one hour and a half later 
than they were forty years ago, although the 
mail boat arrives earlier than at that time. 
I am not referring to present circumstances 
resulting from the coal strike, but to normal 
hours of delivery. All the world has 
speeded up; the Free State Post Office has 
slowed down. 

In its nature the Post Office is the business 
best protected in the Free State against ex- 
ternal competition. Its semi-avowed policy 
is to charge the highest price that can be 
exacted and give as poor a service as the 
public will endure without a revolution. It 
is a standing example of the worst results of 
protection. All successful businesses have 
succeeded by an exactly contrary policy. It 
would be probably to the benefit of the State 
to set. out a contract for the Free State 
Post Office to some man used to control 
** big business,” be he of French, German, 
American, Ulster or Free State nationality. 
I would like to make clear that it is the 
gi of the Post Office I criticise. I think 

am only sa:ing what all commercial men 
would say—that all officials, from comptroller 
down to postman, are working even harder 
than they did under British rule; and when 
one comes in c ntact with them their uniform 
desire to meet the demands of the public is 
only excelled by the kindly courtesy they dis- 
play. -In matters of policy they have, of 
course, no say. do not wish to over-state 
the case, but I think I am within the truth 
when I say there is not one business estab- 
lishment in Dublin in which the conduct of 
the Free State Postal Service is not criticised 
adversely, with.or without bad language,

YORKSHIRE’S EASY WIN, 

The Gentlemen of Ireland v. Oxford 
tniversity, at Oxford, was again very largely 
interfered with by the weather, and at one 
time during the afternoon it looked like 
heing completely ruined. For three hours 
the players were kept idle, while the rain 
nelted down in torrents. It is a tribute to 
the recuperative properties of the Oxford 
turf that under the circumstances play should 
hav» been possible, for though the pitch had 
heen entirely covered the rain had percolated 
through. A wind, blowing wink: almost 
hurricane force, and a warm sun helped 
matters, and so it was pgssible to start again 
about half-past three. 

Previous to this the Irishmen had had 
their innings interfered with before lunch, a 
sharp shower driving the players to the 
pavilion for ten minutes. When the second 
day's play was entered upon the Irish score 
«as 149 for 6 wickets. The not-outs, Captain 
T ©. Jamieson, 25, and W. Moore, 5, 
took the score up to 167, whea Moore was 
dismissed. Neither E. A. Barry nor F. H. 
Hall stayed long, but L. Walker proved a 
useful partner for Jamieson, and the two 
nit on a valuable 23 for the last wicket. 
Jamieson was then caught in the long field 
for a well compiled innings. 

He was the only one of the later batsmen 
t trouble the Oxford bowlers, and at times 
his hitting was quite brilliant. His tactics 
vesterday were purely in the interests of his 
side. Realising that the pitch was likely to 
vet worse rather than better, he made every 
efi to force the game, and was quite 

iccessful. He had the hitter’s usual luck, 
heing missed in the deep field when he had 
made 40. besides giving one other very difficult 
chance to the bowler. These mistakes, if 
they can be so described, detract in ho way 
from the merit of the performance, which had 
much to do with the visitors’ respectable 
total. Batting for two hours, Jamieson hit 
nine 4°s and, coming in third, was last out. 

It must be remembered also that his innings 
was twice interrupted, which adds ts its 
merit. 

It was four o’clock when Oxford went in, 
and the Irish captain put on Jamieson and 
Walker. When only 4 had been scored, G. 
W. E. Lyon, one of the opening Oxford bats- 
men, was leg-before to Walker. For some 
time the bowlers were complete masters of 
the situation, and in three-quarters of an 
hour Oxford only scored 21 runs off nineteen 
overs, a testimoay to the length of the two 
bowlers. ° 

When Walker was relieved at 38 by C. 
Anderson he had bowled fourteen overs, 
eight of which were maidens, for fourteen 
runs and a wicket. Kelly also gave a trial 
to Barry, and with the second Oxford wicket 
causing trouble, Walker and Jamieson were 
given a second turn. Jamieson eventually 
broke up a partnership which produced 88 
runs by getting J. O. Nunn leg before. As 
the game stood when stumps were drawn 
Oxford, with eight wickets in hand, were 
107 in arrears. 

Heavy rain during the night, followed by 
a series of violent storms, did away with all 
chance of cricket at Lord’s and the Oval 
vesterday, and stumps were drawn early. If 
play is possible to-day, Lancashire is in a 
strong position, having scored 222 for 6 
against Middlesex.

CATTLE. 
METROPOLITAN CATTLE, 
, Thursday.—There was 
an increased supply of cattle and sheep, but 
more particularly lambs, over last day’s 
gathering. In main register of entries, how- 
ever, numbers were below our weekly season- 
able searc é “ee Íre from as. 
close presented an idle appearance, there being 
ively few buyers about, and trade 
moved in a most disappointing and gy 
ve; in fact, with the exception of a few 
a drafts of stock, prices were generally 
further y discounted, even from the 
cheaper level of last week, At a late hour of 
the day, too, there was a comparatively heavy 
carry over of unsold lots of cattle, sheep, and 
lambs. Cattle over the day’s proceedings were 
a good Is. to 2s., and occasionally 2s, 6d. to 
3s. per cwt. lower. Lambs in earlier stage of 
market perhaps 4s. to 6s, lower, but towards 
close prices showed a greater drop, say, up 
to 8s. and 10s. apiece in many cases. Sheep 
3s. to 5s. per head down. Looking back to 


 porresponding market of last year, to-day’s 
reurrencies are 8s. to 10s. 


per cwt. less for 
cattle and 3d. to 54d. per Ib. less for mutton, 
whilst lambs stand fully 10s. to 20s. per 
under corresponding market of 1925. In the 
interim, and - to the present, butchers do 
not appear to have made any corresponding 
reduction in retail prices to the public: “this 
is rather significant, considering the agitation 
about profiteering in mariy food lines. Indeed, 
the market of 11th June, twelve months ago, 
was also returned one of the worst for 
butchers’ stock experienced for the previous 
twenty-five to thirty years. 

Canadian cattle Eieteania advised from 
Montreal this week are considerably smaller 
than for some months past, being 587 for 
Manchester and 250 for Cardiff. Canadian 
prices are quoted higher—viz., 8.50 to 8.75

Heifers, again, of nice handy quality secured 
preferential sale, and for shoe heat classes prices 
in top range averaged 50s. to 52s. 6d. per cwt.— 
very rarely was the latter figure exceeded for 
shorthorn classes, whilst best run of bullocks 
at opening averaged from 48s. to 50s. per 
ewt., with an occasional fancy article figuring 
up to 52s. cwt. Subsequently best grades of 
bullocks could be purchased more within 46s. 
to 47s. 6d. cwt., owing to the sloth and non- 
competitive state of the market. A few very 
fancy drafts of black polled cattle here and 
there realised up to 54s; and 55s. per cwt., 
and were taken for the North of England 
trade, but such transactions cannot count as a 
feature of our market, For plainer sorts cf 
cattle, prices were from 44s. to 46s. per cwt. ; 
coarse and inferior sorts, say, 37s. 6d. to 42s. 
per cwt, There was rather an overplus of 
beef cows on market íor" requirements, but 
those placed early made nearly previous terms, 
the nicer sorts going from 38s. to 40s. and 
42s. 6d. per cwt., and exceptional beasts of 
heiferish class perhaps 44s. per cwt. Medium 
slaughter cows were from 32s. 6d. to 37s. 6d, 
per cwt. ; old and rough sorts difficult to quote 
for.

In the ovine department of market. trade 
was also dull, and more or less heavily dis- 
counted. Sheep a good 3s. to 5s. per head 
lower in the main; perhaps an occasional 
fancy pen of hoggets and Cheviot wethers 
going near last day’s values. Ewes, heavy, 
coarse sheep, and half-meated classes of mut- 
ton, were a negligible sale, and bid for at up 
and down rates, in which buyers generally 
secured a material advantage in the absence of 
opposition. Many pens of sheep are coming in 
now in fairly good condition, and consequently 
are killing to better advantage up to the 
four-seventh meat proportion. In the circum- 
stances, best classes of wethers may be quoted 
at 1ld. to llid. per Ib.; fancy sorts of 
Cheviots nearly, if not actually, 1s. per Ib. 
Good medium class of mutton, 10d. to 103d. 
per lb.; ordinary and coarse sorts from 84d. 
to 9jd. per lb. Lambs over the day fell a 
good 5s. to 10s. in the average run. At the 
smaller prices there was a fair sale, which did 
not extend to some thin and inferior descrip- 
tions. Shippers were in quest of lambs with 
fair meat value from 40s. to 50s., or 55s. each, 
and a considerable draft of these was taken 
for Manchester and Lancashire districts, 
Local butchers’ lambs averaged 45s. to 55s. 
each : in some instances, heavy lambs made up 
to 57s. and 60s. per head. We heard of a 
little more money in one particular case, but 
it was certainly altogether above the market. 
Small and thin lambs were from 32s. to 36s. 
and 38s. apiece. 


DUBLIN DAIRY CATTLE.—The gathering of 
springers and milch cattle here totalled just 290 head 
of mixed and rather ordinary character.
